Upon reach- 
ing Omaha he was prevailed on to ac- 
cept the pastorate of the church then 
vacant at Fremont, Nebraska, and for 
five years wasa member of that con- 
ferengs. The last year ef bis stay in 
Nebraska he was chesen by a large 
majority to be chaplain of the state 
senate. In the fall of 1875 he was 
transferred by Bishop Peck to this 
state, stationed at Virginia City, and 
took charge of the church on the first 
Sabbath in September. On the 
26th ef October, church, parsonage 
and all the property belonging there- 
to was destroyed by fire. Owing te 
the severity of the winter, building 
could net be commenced before spring.

Evrexa, Nev., April 19.—About 
one o'clock this morning a fire broke 
out in the opera house, and as a terri- 
ble gale was blowing at the time it 
was impossible to get control of the 
flames until one-third of the town was 
in ashes.

The Angora goats interest promises 
be a very important ene in Nevada. 
It is doubtful if any state in the Union 
is so well adapted to their constitution 
as this, for the reason that no other 
state has so little moisture in the at. 
mosphere and in the soil. That kind | 
of cattle go splashing around in the. 
eastern states and get foot rot, scab 
and other diseases, which take the 
profits. Here the beasts ream sbett 
among the hills, picking up a geod 
living om high, rocky land that would 
be utterly useless for any other pur- 


pose. They are seldom sick or ailing 
and live toa geod age. The meat is 
as good as mutton, the pelts growing 
in value, and the quality of the wool 
improving with each generation. In 
the vicinity of the goat ranches be- 
tween here and Verdi, the sage brush 
on the sides of the hills is cleared of 
every leaf and sheot. The stems alene 
remain and look like dead brush. 
They even seem to prefer this bitter 
diet te bunch grass. The herds are 
started with common mothers and a 
fine Angora ram. The balf-breeds are 
then — — stock, and 
in a ew years the fleece is 
— as the noble triarek 
frem which they sprang. ere are 
several large herds already and the in- 
crease counts up very fast. Mr. Rob- 
erts has 1500 head and but fer too 
much care weuld have a great mary 
kids.
